Easy Money 
LEXINGTON Thoroughbred breeder recent- 
ly received the following letter and passed it 
on to the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, with the 
remark that “you might like to see what some 
people in this country think of horse racing”’:

Can you give me some information about how to 
get tickets on the horse races. I want to try my luck 
for big prize money as I am in need of funds at the 
present time, and this would be an easy way to get 
some money if I was fortunate. Let me have an early 
reply and oblige

If the writer of the above letter will buy about 
$5,000 worth of tickets on the next Irish Hos- 
pitals Sweepstakes, he will have a reasonable ex- 
pectation of getting back about half of the in- 
vestment. That would be enough to tide him 
over for a while, provided he continued to be 
judicious in his investments and sufficiently alert 
in his evasions of creditors. But that is beside 
the point. 

To the readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE it may 
seem incredible that such a letter could be writ- 
ten. As a matter of fact, there are many such 
letters written, and each of them gives a glimpse 
of the notions held by the great majority who 
have no contact with the sport. The composite 
picture could be titled “Abysmal Ignorance.” 
There would be many misconceptions, many 
naive acceptances of absurd fabrications. But 
the theme which united the whole would be the 
easy money motif. 

There are thousands of people who frankly be- 
lieve that, if they could have 10 minutes with 
someone “in the know” and not too secretive, 
they could obtain information and methods which 
would open the way to permanent prosperity. It 
is the more rabid few of these who, after a 
little “education,” provide the tipster with his 
meat and bread and champagne. A few others go 
so far as to become participants in the sport, as 
owners, perhaps, with the understanding that 
the profits will be at least several hundred per 
cent. The great majority simply wait in the 
background and attend to their own affairs, and 
perhaps occasionally make a pass at some of the 
easy money they have heard about. The fact 


that they do not become rich indicates to them 
only that they have made a mistake. It does 
not enter the mind, so called, that the easy 
money is not there. 

The existence of such a great mass of people 
with perverted ideas concerning racing is no mat- 
ter to be dismissed with a grin. It is largely 
the fault of racing that they exist. They have 
been allowed to learn of the sport through news- 
paper accounts of doping, ringers, sensational 
mutuel prices, and the winners of illegitimate 
sweepstakes. They know nothing of the better 
traditions of the sport, nothing of the intricacies 
of breeding and rearing Thoroughbreds, nothing 
of the urge which makes a man spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars and years of time for a 
reward no more substantial than a victory in the 
Kentucky Derby or Belmont Stakes. 

The shadow of those uninstructed masses 
hangs over the entire sport of racing in the 
United States. They would be our friends if 
they knew us well, if they knew racing as a gen- 
uine sport in which chances must be taken and 
the proper odds accepted, win or lose, and not 
as a mysterious rigamarole for the production 
of easy money. As it is, they can be stampeded 
against us with the first reform wave that sweeps 
the country. (A quarter-century ago one of the 
books which helped to bring about such a stam- 
pede was written by Cheater Harry Brolaski. It 
was entitled Hasy Money.) 

The sport of racing has many publicity agents, 
but all of them address their messages to peo- 
ple already familiar with the sport. One man 
who would deliver messages to people outside 
the sport would be worth all of them. 


NE of the most interesting features currently 

included in THE BLOOD-HORSE is that entitled 
“A Stud Farm Diary.” It is written by a genu- 
ine horseman who recounts actual facts of stud 
farm routine.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 

ECEMBER 8. A cold, driving rain has kept 

horse and man indoors today. The mares quiet- 
ly stand around chewing hay or looking out 
over the dreary aspect from their half-doors. 
The stallions seem to resent their confinement, 
which is necessitated by the rain driving into 
their stalls if the back doors are left open. The 
weanlings are feeling good, jumping around in 
their stalls and anxious to get out. When such 
weather lasts more than a day or two the feed 
will be cut down accordingly. The mares and 
saddle horses in the open seem to care little for 
the elements, for, apart from going into the shed 
for feed, they have been foraging around all day. 


DECEMBER 9. At the training barn this morn- 
ing I was reminded of the famous poem entitled 
The Lay of the Hospital Race, by “Hek,’’ where- 
in the horses came out with “the ragged silks 
aloft and the odor of drugs astern.” The odor of 
strong iodine paint and Irish reducine, the latter 
the more pleasant of the two, assailed my nos- 
trils as soon as I walked in the doors of the train- 
ing barn, and I knew at once that the annual fall 
leg-reclamation program had commenced. This 
year there are only yearlings at home, so there 
were no cripples, but it is considered by many a 
wise precaution, as it is by our trainer, to blister 
the knees or ankles of the yearlings when they 
are through training for the year. Some are 
blistered in both places and some get the paint 
and others the reducine. Either apparently is 
good, the latter being preferred when the ani- 
mals are to be turned out to exercise. 

The colts which were castrated, or rather, I 
should say, the geldings, have done fine. They 
were having their daily exercise under saddle 
when I saw them, and are walked in the evening 
as well. 


DECEMBER 10. Last night I was comfortably 
ensconced by the fire with the latest horse papers 
and a good-going pipe when the telephone called 
me to the training quarters again. A colt was 
in extremis with colic and all the colic mixture 
he had had could not do him any good. He had 
been washed out as a matter of regular routine 
but so much was he rolling around that it was 
feared that he would twist a gut. Sleep seemed 
indicated, and inducement in the shape of chloral 
hydrate capsules (two of them) being offered 
and more or less reluctantly accepted, sleep over- 
came the colt, which dreamed peacefully for a 
long time, awaking feeling very chipper. This 
happened to one of the best of the colts, as usual, 
and of course it happened on one of those cold 
nights when one appreciates the fireside. 


DECEMBER 12. A balmy day with a hint of rain 
in the offing offered a good chance today to haul 
bedding into the open shed where are now 12 
head of varied stock, barren mares, maidens, 
ponies, and so on. Three interested visitors from 
the frozen Northland blew in to inspect the stal- 
lions and stayed long enough to see everything. 
There is nothing like having interested visitors 
to make one enjoy showing one’s stock and it is 
one of the chief pleasures of those horsemen 
whose work confines them to the farms to have 
people come and see the stock. Our men here 
are always impressed, when first hired, with the 
necessity for courtesy to all visitors at all times, 
regardless of the visitors’ apparent walk of life. 
What a nasty taste is in one’s mouth as one

leaves the farm where one has been churlishly 
treated. Fortunately such farms are few and 
far between. 


DECEMBER 13. The threatened rain is here, in 
a deluge, and everything is inside, so the black- 
smith takes this opportunity of going over all 
the mares’ feet and shoeing a few, trimming some 
and cutting out the pockets which encourage 
the starting of thrush through holding the dirt, 
instead of letting it drop out as they move along. 
The men are taking the halters off the mares 
and are washing them in warm water and soda 
to get the old filth off them, following that with a 
going over with neatsfoot oil, applied with a rag 
when they are dry. This routine makes the halt- 
ers last longer and sometimes shows up where a 
mare is being chafed by an ill-fitting halter. 
Also, one can see stitching coming undone and 
can take the proverbial “stitch in time.” 


DECEMBER 14. Today was chiefly spent in 
checking over the bloodlines of the mares booked 
to our two stallions and considering once more 
the matings of our own mares. The factors of 
disposition and temperament are closely watched, 
as well as that of conformation.

New Jersey and New York 


ROPONENTS of the mutuel amendment in 
New Jersey are making a final desperate 
effort toward a special session of the State 
Legislature at which the measure may be voted 
upon. In New York, Senator John J. Dunnigan, 
the tote’s most active legislative friend, has 
asserted, “I have just begun to fight.” On the 
other hand, Joseph E. Widener, who with the 
Whitneys, the New York State Racing Com- 
mission, and others has advocated a mutuel bet- 
ting law, remarks, “I am through.” In the 
*Skeeter State, strange as it may seem, the 
mutuel amendment now is linked with the 
Hauptmann case. Governor Hoffman is a strong 
partisan of the mutuels. He is said to be anxious 
to call a special session of the Legislature to 
amend the law so as to permit Hauptmann to 
appear before the State Board of Pardons, at 
the same time to afford opportunity for action 
on the mutuel amendment, which died in Senator 
Rusling Leap’s committee on the last lap of its 
journey to a vote by the people. This assump- 
tion, however, has been the subject of much 
criticism in Republican circles. There is a wide- 
spread sentiment against race track betting in 
the State and a fear that any further effort to 
force through the legislation will result in a 
serious blow to the Republican cause. The ses- 
sion must be called before January 11, the date 
of the 1936 Legislature’s opening. Otherwise, it 
will be 1938, in the natural course of events, 
before Jersey can have mutuels. 


The Best Sire 


SYMPOSIUM has been quietly going the 

rounds of several racing pubications con- 
cerning the best proved sire now standing in 
America. Old Rosebud, if he may put in his oar, 
ignoring the fact he has not been invited to do 
so, will venture that such an honor belongs to 
*Sir Gallahad III, the *Teddy horse imported to 
these shores from France in 1925 by William 
Woodward, R. A. Fairbairn, Marshall Field, and 
A. B. Hancock. No other living American sire 
has led the list of successful progenitors as many 
times as the Claiborne stallion, three. And this 
year he will rank third, at least, and will again 
lead the list of sires of 2-year-old winners. 


2-Year-Old Ratings 


V. (SONNY) WHITNEY may be pleased to 

e know that John B. Campbell, in his Ex- 
perimental Handicap, Frank J. Bryan and Ray- 
mond Workman all have rated his Red Rain at 
the top of the 1935 2-year-olds. Mr. Whitney’s 
fortune in Kentucky Derbys has been poor, To- 
day and Top Flight failing sadly to make the 
grade for the New York sportsman. Red Rain 
and Tatterdemalion, his two main 3-year-old 
stakes hopes, will not be pointed for the Downs 
event. And “Sonny’’ Workman, who has never 
been beaten on Tintagel the three times he has 
ridden that probable future book favorite for 
the Florida Derby, says he may be astride the 
Field colt in both events. The Derby is one of 
the few important stakes Workman has yet to 
win. Joe McCarty, Saratoga handicapper, 


makes Tintagel and Hoilyrood level at the top 
of his ratings.

Miami has taken 
over most of the vacationists who formerly 
frequented New Orleans and Havana during the 
cold months. So bright is the outlook at the 
Dwyer track that Jack Campbell has announced 
the purse minimum will be increased after the 
first ten days, covered in the initial book. That’s 
real confidence. 


* * 
Mutuels Guilty 


AVE those who lament the paucity of oppor- 

tunities for fillies and mares ever stopped 
to remember that the mutuels are the primary 
reason for the slump in this department? Also, 
that the mutuels have been the cause of a more 
decided decrease in the number of opportunities 
for the cup performers? In recent years, cup 
races and Oaks races developed some_ small 
fields, or fields in which a standout performer 
prohibited heavy play among the $2 bettors. 
Without regard for the pernicious effect their 
actions would have on racing and the breed of 
horses in general, track managements began to 
drop these races. There is no longer an incentive 
in America to breed for stamina. When a filly 
ceases to have any sales value—and they do with 
the greatly decreased opportunities for racing 
among their own sex—the production of the 
Thoroughbred is discouraged. 
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SIDELIGHTS 


Purses 


LANCING over the entries at the recently 

closed Charles Town meeting is educational, 
if not precisely calculated to make one satisfied 
with the present racing system. Horses which 
ran, in many cases successfully, for $1,000 purses 
at major tracks went arcund the Charies Town 
oval for the winner’s share of a $300 purse. 
Their claiming value fluctuated accordingly, and 
many a horse which would have cost a halter- 
man $1,500 at Narragansett Park or Bowie could 
have been claimed at Charles Town for $800. 
Many of them will go back, this winter or next 
year, to the $1,500 class. Apparently everyone 
was satisfied, and there was certainly no rush of 
claiming at the West Virginia oval. 


Now we can all remember when bad liquor in- 
creased its value by being brought over the 
Canadian border, but by no stretch of the im- 
agination can a horse be worth $700 more by the 
bare fact that he is not in West Virginia. The 
value of a horse is, certainly, determined largely 
by what he may be expected to earn, and if $300 
purses were all he might ever run for, his claim- 
ing value should be around the $800 point. Cor- 
respondingly, if he has a fair chance at $1,000 
purses, an $800 claiming price is absurd. The 
veriest tyro would immediately see that this 
value could hardly vary for a 12-day meeting, 
then go back to its original figure, but would be 
determined by yearly earning expectation. 


No tyros being in charge of racing, the condi- 
tion does exist. And the claiming price of the 
lower platers is at least as variable as_ their 
form. The obvious answer is that a proper 
scaling of purses, instead of the regular $1,000 
events, is badly needed. Just catch someone un- 
acquainted with racing and explain to him the 
difference between a $1,000 horse and a $2,500 
horse, when both of them run for $1,000 purses, 
and the more valuable animal can start less fre- 
quently, on the whole, than his inferior, because 
claiming races are more abundant in the $1,000 
class, giving the cheap plater’s owner more races 
to contest, and more chances to pick the “spots.” 
You'll be explaining for some time. 

When this measure is suggested at any given 
track, as it has been on occasion, dissatisfaction 
of horsemen is immediate and vociferous. How- 
ever, the usual procedure of these tracks has been 
to offer, instead of five $1,000 purses, say, daily, 
two $800 purses, two $900 purses, and one $1,000 
purse, or some similar arrangement. The horse- 
men observe chiefly that there is $600 which they 
did not get, and some disturbance over a missing 
$600 is no more than logical. Why, however, is 
the scale not up as well as down? If a track 
is able to offer five claiming races at $1.000 each, 
why not offer the same dstribution, by listing 
races at $800, $1.000, and $1.200, according to the 
claiming price of the horses? Such a step would 
provide the same distribution to horsemen, and 
at the same time would give some meaning to 
the various claiming classes. It would do some- 
thing, also, toward keeping horses in their proper 
classes. 

No single track could well attempt such ac- 
tion, with bidding for horses what it is at present. 
Whether the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners could do it is debatable. Per- 


haps we need a national association of race 
track operators.

Five Minutes to Bet 


N the Morning Telegraph (New York) recently, 
Charles Hatton expresses himself as disturbed 
by the prospect that the public address system 
may be installed at New York tracks next year, 
quoting the device thus: “Only five minutes to 


get your bets down, better hurry up... Mrs. 
McGinty’s husband is waiting for her at the 
judge’s stand... After the races go to The 


Greasy Spoon, a good place to eat.” 


Not having agreed with Mr. Hatton much of 
late (and I still like this year’s 2-year-olds), 
I am pleased to find a mutual idea. Beside re- 
marks similar to the above, the loud speakers 
emit a sort of music, compared to which the 
brazen gramophones of our earlier years were 
an anodyne and a lullaby. It can’t be talked 
over, or thought through. It is well-intentioned, 
like so many other mistakes. Mr. Hatton re- 
marks that the description of the race is fre- 
quently poorly done, but aside from that ob- 
jection, it seems to me that a large part of any 
sport is the intelligent following through of the 
event for oneself. A public address system puts 
no premium on actually seeing a rate, for most 
persons are mentally lazy enough to allow some- 
one else to do their observing for them. This 
may sound like too fine-spun a theory, but rac- 
ing needs a following which sees and under- 
stands it as a sport, which learns to watch horses 
keenly and intelligently as they run, and which 
observes all the fascinating small details of com- 
petition. The public address system reduces 
this to a bare “who’s ahead?” Maybe the idea 
is to make patrons feel at home, as if they were 
in a poolroom. It may be peaches and cream 
to the pari-mutuel windows, but I say it’s 
spinach. 


NEW ENGLAND FUTURITY 


LANKS for entries to the New England 

Futurity, the first running of which will be 
held at Narragansett Park next fall, are now 
being distributed, with provision for entry to 
the 1936, 1937, and 1938 runnings. Entries close 
Monday, January 27, with an entrance fee of $10 
to accompany each nomination. The 1936 event, 
for foals of 1934, will call for a second payment 
of $50 on May 1, 1936, third payment of $100 
on August 1, 1936, starters to pay $500 ad- 
ditional. The same conditions apply to the 1937 
and 1938 runnings, with the second and third 
payments to be made on May 1 and August 1, 
respectively, of those years. The race will have 
$25,000 added, and will engage 2-year-olds over 
a distance of one mile and 70 yards. Weights will 
be 122 pounds, non-winners of $20,000 once or 
$7,500 twice allowed 3 pounds; non-winners of 
$15,000 once or $5,000 twice allowed five pounds; 
non-winners of $7,500 once or of $2,500 twice 
allowed eight pounds; maidens ailowed 13 pounds. 
Conditions for the 1938 running, for foals of 1936, 
include the provision that if the produce of a 
mare served in 1935 is dropped before January 1, 
1936, or if there is no produce, or if the produce 
is dead when dropped, or if twins are dropped, 
entry of such mare is void and fee will be 
returned. 
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CALIFORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS CLOSES 


ACING in San Francisco came to an end for 

the fall season on December 14, when Bay 
Meadows brought to a close a 21-day meeting 
which was by far the most successful in the 
track’s brief history. Complete figures are not 
yet available, but the pari-mutuel average was 
almost certain to exceed $130,000 daily, which is 
a gain of about $28,000 over the turnover of the 
1934 fall meeting. Reports from the track said 
that William P. Kyne expected to realize a profit 
of $100,000 or more from the venture. 

The meeting closed under somewhat unfavor- 
able conditions as far as weather was concerned, 
the track being heavy and holding for the con- 
cluding days. This came as something of a sur- 
prise, as the track had publicized the efforts of 
Chemist J. W. Jones to produce a strip which 
would remain fast despite rainfall. Chemist 
Jones had won easily on December 3, when a 
fairly heavy rain had left pools of water about 
the track, though the track remained fast. Rain- 
fall of approximately one inch on December 12 
brought another story, however, and the Friday 
and Saturday following saw very poor footing. 
Chemist Jones, somewhat chagrined, concluded 
that the chemical treatment had been correct, but 
that not enough of it had been applied. 

A significant difference in the Bay Meadows 
story this year, as compared to last, is that 
most of the performers there were not invaders 
trom eastern tracks, but horses which had previ- 
ously been racing on the Coast. Without eastern 
horses last year the Bay Meadows meeting would 
not have commanded a ripple of attention. This 
season a strong enough band of horses had been 
developed on the coast circuit to offer attractive 
racing in its own right. 

CAVALCADE TO LEAVE FRIDAY 

Stories of retirement to the contrary, Brook- 
meade Stable’s Cavalcade, with 11 other horses 
from the same stable, is scheduled to leave Co- 
lumbia, S. C., on Friday, December 20, with 
Santa Anita Park as his destination. Trainer 
Rokert A. Smith will accompany the shipment, 
and Hugh Fontaine, manager of Mrs. Sloane’s 
Turf interests, will leave Lexington December 21 
for the Coast. 
REGARDLESS REPEATS 

Though Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Regardless (112), 
running as the favorite, had won the Oakland 
Handicap a week earlier, bettors at Bay Meadows 
on December 14 made the *Hourless gelding 
third choice in the Au Revoir Handicap ($5,000 
added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles). The favorite was 
Northway Stable’s entry of Riskulus (122) and 
Toro Nancy (3-y-o, 118), the latter of which had 
disappointed earlier in the meeting. Second 
choice was Arson (109), which Regardless, giving 
the same weight concession, had defeated in the 
Oakland Handicap. With Jockey Charley Steven- 
son riding desperately to overhaul the two 
leaders on the jockey list in the few days re- 
maining to him, Regardless held on to Toro 
Nancy’s early speed, though the heavy going 
which obtained made the time slow. With three- 
sixteenths to go, Regardless had subdued the 
Toro filly, and at the eighth-pole led by a length 
and a half. A determined challenge now de- 
veloped from Childs and Walker’s Marv (3-y-o, 
107), but Regardless, though losing ground, held 


on to win by a head. Mrs. R. B. Fairbanks’ 
Little Doggie (3-y-o, 107) was third, two and a 
half lengths farther back, with Toro Nancy 
taking fourth position. The others were Boiling 
Point (3-y-o, 105), Coldwater (107), Arson, 
Velociter (100), Riskulus (122), Nubs (3-y-o, 99), 
and Dark Winter (113). Time, :24%, :50%, 
1:15%5, 1:42, 1:49, track heavy. Stakes division, 
$4,700, $1,000, $500, $250.

Stewards at Bay Beadows issued two rulings 
against jockeys during the closing week of the 
meeting. E. Stalling, for foul on December 11, 
was suspended for the rest of the meeting (three 
days) and D. Dubois, for fouling in the same 
race, received the same sentence. For foul riding 
on Plunge Home in the Homebred Stakes No- 
vember 30, J. Kinnard was suspended for the 
rest of the meeting (11 days), the suspension 
beginning on December 3; R Leishman, for foul 
riding on the same day, received a five-day sus- 
pension, beginning December 3; for foul riding 
December 6, R. Stoddard was suspended five 
days. 


FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK OPENS 
HAT was called the largest crowd in the 
history of Tropical Park welcomed winter 
racing to Florida December 16, when the Miami 
course began its 27-day meeting. The crowd was 
estimated at 12,000 persons, and the day began 
well for the form players when the favored Joan 
D. won the maiden event which opened the card. 
That was the end of the favorites, however, for 
not another first choice reached the winner’s 
circle during the afternoon. The day’s feature 
was a $1,000 overnight handicap, won by Haugh- 
ton and West’s Advising Anna, the second choice, 
after a long and bitter struggle with L. E. 
Komorous’ Chasar. An allowance race for 
juveniles, won by Odessa Farms Stable’s Don 
Creole, and five claiming events completed the 
program. Betting totaled $123,957, a record for 
opening day. Last year the track opened on 
Saturday, but betting totaled only $111,947. 
General Manager Frank D. Schuyler has pre- 
dicted that betting at Tropical Park will show 
a 40 per cent increase over that of the winter 
meeting last year, and the complaint, heard last 
season, that the opening was too early for the 
Florida season, has not been made this fall. The 
first Tropical Park meeting last winter, with 28 
days of racing, had a pari-mutuel average of 
$148,983, while the second meeting, which began 
in March, 1935, averaged $201,400, for 19 days. 
The Gables Association track will have a total 
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of 50 days of racing this year, three more than 
last year. The present session runs 27 days, 
ending January 15, and the second opens on 
March 10 and runs 23 days, bringing the Florida 
season to a close on April 4. 


BRADLEY’S CHOICES 

Col. E. R. Bradley, in an interview on his 
seventy-sixth birthday December 12, picked his 
Blue Larkspur colt, Bien Joli, to win the 
Kentucky Derby of 1936, and picked Bow and 
Arrow to take the Florida Derby from Brevity, 
Tintagel, and *Crossbow II at Hialeah Park in 
March. It might well be stated, however, that 
about this time every year Colonel Bradley is 
interviewed concerning the Kentucky Derby, and 
usually amuses himself by telling the reporter 
whatever wiil make the best story. For all that, 
Bien Joli has shaped up best of the Bradley 
juveniles of 1935, and Bow and Arrow, which 
became ill while being shipped to Saratoga, has 
had little chance to show his class. 
FLORIDA DERBY NOMINATIONS 

First closing of nominations for the Florida 
Derby, which will be run on March 7, 1936, was 
on December 9, and at that time 93 of the 2- 
year-olds of 1935 had been named for the $20,000 
added event. The nominations were made at a 
cost of $25 each; supplementary nominations, 
which will be permitted to February 26, may be 
made at $250 each. Starters pay $500 additional. 
Among the more prominent candidates are 
Tintagel, Brevity, Split Second, *Crossbow II, 
Maeriel, and Bow and Arrow. The complete list:

AGENT PROBLEM TO BE WEIGHED 

Walter H. Donovan, president of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners, said 
December 14 that one of the important matters 
coming up before that body at its Miami meet- 
ing, January 14 to 17, would concern establish- 
ment of a universal regulation abolishing the 
abuses of the jockey agent system. The rule will 
be aimed at free lance agents, and may be 
modeled on the New York rule, sponsored by 
Marshall Cassidy, which permitted only author- 
ized agents of a stable to make riding engage- 
ments for jockeys under contract to the stables, 
or it may call for the appointment of an official 
at each track to make riding engagements for 
all jockeys. 


TEXAS 


HOUSTON 


AIN again marred the Saturday program at 

Epsom Downs December 14, though a crowd 
reported at 9,000 was out for the day’s sport. 
Again bettors failed to select the winner of the 
stakes feature, as W. C. Goodloe’s Seventh 
Heaven drove home, utter outsider at 28 to 1. 
The favorite also went down in the secondary 
attraction, as Milky Way Farms Stable, having 
furnished the runner-up in the feature, won the 
succeeding overnight handicap with South Gal- 
lant, with the favored Indian Salute struggling 
in the ruck. Mrs. E. McCuan’s The Darb won 
the other non-claiming event on the card, also 
an overnight handicap, having little trouble in 
drawing away from his opposition. Here again 
the faverite could do no better than third, but 
first choices were successful in three of the five 
claiming events of the day. 

The Houston meeting, which closed on Decem- 
ber 17, ended the year’s racing in Texas, as 
Alamo Downs, the next Texas track to open, 
will not begin its meeting until January 1. The 
14-day intermission, it has been explained, is a 
concession to the Texas merchants who assert 
that racing through the Christmas: season is 
detrimental to their business. The Epsom Downs 
meeting, though its last week was adversely 
affected by almost continual bad weather, prob- 
ably will be able to show a slight profit, as the 
early days, when ideal conditions prevailed, re- 
ceived strong support. 


OUTSIDER WINS AT HOUSTON 


Rushing up from ninth place in the last half- 
mile, W. C. Goodloe’s Seventh Heaven (105) 
caught Milky Way Farms Stable’s Doran (118) 
just at the end of the Lone Star Handicap ($2,000 
added, 2-year-olds, one mile) at Houston De- 
cember 14, and won by a head, at odds of nearly 
30 to 1. Doran, which had been prominent all 
the way, was a length in front of Mrs. V. Wyse’s 
Wise Will (102), with fourth place going to Lone 
Star Stable’s Fra Diavolo (109), a head farther 
back. The others, in order, were Bereit (105), 
Highomar (115), Professor Paul (122), Honored 
Sir (107), Inscona (10314), Barrette (100), Kai 
Harri (101), and Evil Eye (101). The winner was 
ridden by Jockey F. Grill. Time, :234%, :48, 
1:15%5, 1:43%,, track slow. Stakes division, $1,750,

Seventh Heaven made her first start, in 
August, in a maiden race, thereafter had run in 
nothing but claiming events ranging in price 
from $1,000 to $2,250. In all she has started 14 
times, won four races, finished second twice, 
third once, and has earned $3,900. She is the 
first stakes winner by her sire, which brought the 
unprecedented price of $70,000 as a Saratoga 
yearling, never started, and was sold last fall 
to the U. S. Remount Service. *Alinka did not 
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race. She has produced also the winners Libbie 
Jean and Barondale. *Isidora III also produced 
the winners Eliza Jane and Master Bobbie (to 
nine, 1935). 


RULINGS 

Stewards at Houston recently issued the fol- 
lowing rulings: For foul riding on Epinel De- 
cember 9, Charles Parvin was suspended for 
five days; J. Longden, for easing up on Infinitate 
on December 6, was fined $100; R. O. Higdon 
and G. Leeds, both trainers, were fined $10 each 
for failure to name riders at the proper time; 
the fine on Higdon was later remitted; for strik- 
ing Jockey C. Kamar after the third race De- 
cember 12, O. Webster was suspended for the 
rest (four days) of the meeting. 


MARYLAND 


LEADING OWNER 


OR the first time in 10 years, writes Don 

Reed in the Baltimore Evening Sun, Mary- 
land has produced the leading owner of the Turf. 
This is Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, whose big 
stable has won $303,705 for him this year, plac- 
ing him more than $100,000 ahead of Belair 
Stud, the runner-up. The last previous Mary- 
lander to lead the winning owners was Samuel 
D. Riddle, who led the 1925 list with a stable 
which earned $199,143. Still earlier, H. G. Bed- 
well, with $171,100 to his stable’s credit, led the 
list in 1916. 

A total of 69 horses carried the Vanderbilt 
silks this seasgn, according to Mr. Reed’s chart, 
starting 568 times and winning 88 races, finish- 
ing second 68 times, third 74 times, fourth 87 
times. Thirteen horses failed to ddd a dollar 
to the stable’s earnings, and individual per- 
formance of the others varied from the $25 
which Labyrinth earned for finishing fourth 
once, to Discovery’s total of $102,545, the Display 
colt having won 11 of his 19 starts. Other 
horses which added materially to the total were 
Good Gamble ($34,335), Postage Due ($24,950), 
Identify ($26,095), Good Harvest ($12,565), and 
Dreel ($11,890). No other won as much as 
$10,000. 

The Vanderbilt racers were victorious in 37 
stakes. Sports Writer Reed, asserting that this 
had certainly not been surpassed in the last 25 
years, said: 

There are those who claim that the James R. Keene 
horses, which raced with great success from 1905 to 
1908, won 40 stakes in one season. But there are just 
as many who claim they did not. 

A peculiarity of the Vanderbilt success is that 
no outstanding 2- or 33-year-old was included in 
the string, and that none of the rich 3-year-old 
classics or the great 2-year-old events were in- 
cluded in the list of victories. Postage Due, with 
the Eastern Shore Handicap and United States 
Hotel Stakes to his credit, was the most im- 
portant 2-year-old winner. 

Aside from Postage Due’s Eastern Shore Han- 
dicap, worth $10,725 to his owner, Discovery 
was the only horse in the stable to win a race 
worth more than $10,000. The Butler Handi- 
cap ($11,675) was Discovery’s richest success, 
but the Brooklyn Handicap, Detroit Challenge 
Cup, and Hawthorne Gold Cup all topped $10,000.

BELMONT AND SARATOGA STAKES 
OMINATIONS for Belmont Park stakes, 
which closed December 2, showed a slight 

decrease in number under those of 1934, ac- 

cording to a release of the Westchester Racing 

Association December 17. The decrease, not of 

serious proportions in any case, was attributed 

by officials to the fact that this year, for the 
first time, it was obligatory for the entry fee 
to accompany the nominations. In _ previous 
stakes closing, the forfeit system had applied. 

The only drop of great proportions was in the 

entries for the 1937 Belmont Stakes and Law- 

rence Realization, and this was explained by the 
fact that the 1935 closing was for yearlings only, 

as they had closed for weanlings in 1934 (283 

entries for Belmont Stakes of 1937, 266 for Law- 

rence Realization of 1937).

SARATOGA NOMINATIONS 

Entries for the seven stakes offered by the 
Saratoga Association, which closed December 2, 
showed a slight gain over those of 1934, the 
most significant advance coming in the Alabama 
Stakes, for 3-year-old fillies, which drew 147 
entries as compared to 114 in 1934.

YEARLING JUDGING CONTEST 


HE second annual yearling judging contest 

sponsored by the Thoroughbred Club of 
America was won in 1935 by Thomas Carr Piatt, 
a check in THE BLOOD-HORSE office reveals. The 
contest is decided on the basis of amount of 
money won by each of the selections to the first 
of December. Of the 30 horses which were in- 
spected as yearlings in 1934, the highest money 
winner ($7,000) proved to be Bright Plumage, 
Cc. V. Whitney’s brown son of Macaw—Beaming. 
However, none of the 24 members of the club 
who participated in the contest picked the colt 
first, second, or third. The next highest winner 
was Piccolo, also a Whitney colt, by Whichone— 
*Picoline. This colt, which won $6,205, was the 
first choice of Thomas B. Cromwell, Thomas Carr 
Piatt, H. Skillman Gorham, Col. Thomas J. 
Johnson, and Harold Fallon. Under the rules of 
the contest, the winner was determined by the 
success of the second choice of these five mem- 
bers. Mr. Cromwell, Mr. Fallon, and Col. John- 
son had selected, as second choice, Mr. Ricks, 
Dixiana’s son of *Bull Dog—Sweet Beam. Mr. 
Ricks had won two races, was once second, and 
had earned $1,600. Mr. Gorham’s second choice, 
Tatterdemalion, had won but one race and $1,150 
(including $300 fourth money). Mr. Piatt’s second 
choice, Dixiana’s Rollin Home, by High Time, 
had won two races, was once second, once third, 
and had earned $1,650. First prize ($28.20 and 
a cup donated by President Thomas Piatt) ac- 
cordingly goes to Thomas Carr Piatt, son of the 
cup’s donor. The tie for second place, between 
Mr. Cromwell, Mr. Fallon, and Col. Johnson, was 
broken in favor of the latter by their third 
choices. Mr. Cromwell had picked Miss Prudence, 
Dixiana’s Victorian filly, which won $1,075, by 
winning’ once, finishing second twice, third once. 
Tatterdemalion, Col. Johnson’s third choice, won 
$1,150, and Mr. Fallon’s third choice, Anything 
Goes, had won once, finished second once, third 
once, and earned $875. 

Of the five highest money winners among the 
30 juveniles, Bright Plumage, Piccolo, Zuni, Erin 
Torch, and Brendard, none except Piccolo was 
picked for first place by any member of the club, 
while the best money winner, Bright Plumage, 
was not chosen as first, second, or third by 
any contestant. This situation paralleled that of 
the previous year’s contest, in which Sailor Be- 
ware, the leading money winner, was quite over- 
looked, first prize falling to J. A. Estes on his 
selection of Debs Delight. Zuni had three votes 
for second place, one for third. Erin Torch and 
Brendard were given no consideration as first, 
second or third choices. However, all but three 
of the 24 who made selections were found to 
have picked winners as their first choices. 
Eighteen of the 30 yearlings won at two this 
year. 

A fact which had an important bearing on 
the result of the contest was that Mr. Ricks, 
which finished second at Latonia May 31, was 
disqualified for fouling. Second money, $100, 
would have placed him ahead of Rollin Home, 
would have made Colonel Johnson the winner.

mission.

FAIR GROUNDS 

AIR weather continued to favor the New 

Orleans track last week, and a fairly good 
crowd was out to see the racing of Saturday, 
December 14. The day’s feature was an over- 
night handicap which went to the favorite, Mrs. 
J. R. Gregory’s Thomasville, the Supremus geld- 
ing having a fairly easy triumph over the other 
eight starters. Other events of the day were 
claiming affairs, with claiming prizes ranging 
from $600 to $2,000. 

Considerable interest at the Fair Grounds has 
been attached to the brief career of Charles 
Parke, already referred to by sports writers as 
“Chuck.” This apprentice, who rode the first 
winner of his career at the Fair Grounds on 
Thanksgiving Day, has already run his string 
of victories to 12. On Saturday he scored a 
double with Hueu and Captain Logan, both of 
his mounts being second choices in the wagering. 
Another jockey who aroused some attention 
during the week was Cornelio Mojena, leading 
rider at the track. The Cuban jockey has been 
having difficulty with immigration officials, and 
for a time it appeared that he would be forced 
to return home. A temporary arrangement 
with immigration authorities was reached Sat- 
urday, however, and for the present Mojena will 
continue to ride in the United States.

Only ruling of the week at the Fair Grounds 
was a 10-day suspension of Jockey G. Horn for 
foul riding on December 10. 
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WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN 

UMORS of an extension proved unfounded, 

and the Charles Town track came to the 
close of its 12-day meeting December 14, with a 
program featured by a $600 overnight handicap, 
won by West and Coyle’s *Corner Boy, a Strat- 
ford colt which, though overlooked in the betting, 
tow-roped his field from the start, winning eased 
up by seven lengths. The venture was pro- 
nounced very successful by officials after a 
meeting held December 14, and it was said that 
pari-mutuel play was about $200,000 greater than 
that of the December meeting (13 days) of 1934. 
This was the more remarkable as the weather 
alternated between freezing cold and_ rain 
throughout almost the entire session. Betting 
for the 12-day meeting this year totaled $649,372, 
an average of $54,114 daily, against $403,121, a 
daily average of $35,260 for the first 12 days of 
the 1934 fall meeting. 

Chief fruits of the meeting were observations 
arising from the fact that horsemen who had 
shouted lustily against purses under $1,000 at 
major tracks ran their charges contentedly for 
$300 at Charles Town. During the closing week 
of the meeting, these were increased to $350. 
The Charlies Town track plans a 40- or 50-day 
meeting for the summer of 1936. 

RULINGS 

The following rulings were issued by stew- 
ards at Charles Town: Jockey J. Cowley, for 
foul, was suspended for the rest (two days) of 
the meeting December 12; Jockey E. Benham, 
for drinking in the paddock while in colors, was 
suspended for the rest of the meeting (five days) 
and his case was referred to the West Virginia 
Racing Commission; Jockey T. Fowler, for in- 
subordination, had his license revoked December 
16; Trainer Charles Frost, for making riding 
engagements without authority, was fined $25 
December 9; Trainer H. Jones and B. Pomeroy 
were suspended as the result of positive saliva 
tests from horses which they conditioned, and 


their cases have been referred to the West Vir- 
ginia Racing Commission. 


LEGISLATION 


NEW JERSEY 
HE Hauptmann case, having got into every- 
thing else, now is hooked up in recent reports 
with pari-mutuel prospects in New Jersey. Un- 
official report that a special session of the Legis- 
lature is to be called to amend the New Jersey 
law to permit Richard Bruno Hauptmann to ap- 
pear personally before the State Board of Par- 
dons, is now connected with a rumor that the 
special session would also consider the pari- 
mutuel amendment. Proponents of legal betting 
say that passage of such legislation is now 
assured. The 1936 session of the legislature will 
begin on January 11. The pari-mutuel law, to 
become operative, must pass two sessions of the 
Legislature, then be approved by popular vote. 
Unless a special session in December passes the 
measure, it could not come to a referendum be- 
fore 1937, could hardly be in force before 1938. 
Passage in a special session this month, and 
in the regular session in January, would assure 
a referendum in 1936, possibly early enough in 
the year to permit a track to operate during the 
latter part of the summer or in the early fall. 
SWEEPSTAKES TAX 
Harry J. Smith, of Rutherford, N. J., has 
petitioned the Board of Tax Appeals to redeter- 
mine an alleged income tax deficiency, as the 
result of tax payment on winnings in the 1932 
Irish Hospital Sweepstakes. Smith’s ticket won 
$113,621, and he paid income tax on one-fourth 
of it, contending that the ticket was held jointly 
by himself, his mother, father, and sister. The 
Internal Revenue Bureau taxed him on the whole 
winnings, charging him with a tax deficiency of 
$38,941, and a 50 per cent penalty of $19,470. 
This, together with the tax paid by Smith on his 
one-fourth, would give the government consider- 
ably more than half of the winnings from a 
sweepstakes which it does not legally recognize.

community than does the official estimate of the 
relative merits of the year’s crack juveniles. 
Nearly everyone who takes an intelligent interest 
in the sport has his own ideas as to which colts 
are likely to train on into worthy classic candi- 
dates, and having written so eulogistically of 
Bala Hissar when the son of Blandford won the 
Dewhurst Stakes at the final Newmarket meet- 
ing, I was not altogether unprepared to find him 
awarded the post of honor. It came as a big 
surprise to many critics, however, and a number 
of writers appear to think that the compiler of 
weights has taken leave of his senses. 


Strictly on the book, I am bound to agree with 
those pedants who state that the official has no 
grounds for exalting Bala Hissar as he has done. 
But Arthur Fawcett, senior official Jockey Club 
handicapper, is a good judge of horses and run- 
ning, in addition to being a close student of the 
form book. Moreover, he has what a lot of his 
critics lack, a little imagination. He has framed 
a handicap for a race to be run over seven fur- 
longs in April next and has expressed his opinion 
which will be the best of his age in training at 
that time. 


I think he is right in his judgment, but even 
if I did not agree I would admire the courage 
which he has shown in flouting the formal rules 
and reckoning followed by so many unimagina- 
tive handicappers. ‘All opinions, properly so 
called, are stages on the road to truth,” says 
Stevenson, and he adds, “Formulae got by rote 
are stages on the road to nowhere but second 
childhood and the grave.” 

Mr. Fawcett clearly indicates that he regards 
the form in the seven-furlong Dewhurst Stakes 
at Newmarket as the best juvenile running of 
the year. He places the winner of that race at 
the top of the bill, and Monument and Prince 
Aly, respectively second and third, are well up in 
the list. I confess that, high opinion as I formed 
of Bala Hissar, I did not think that the official 
would be bold enough to rate him higher than 
the fully exposed Abjer, Mahmoud and Bossover 
colt, but I can follow the line of thought that 
prompted Mr. Fawcett in reaching his conclusion. 

I have written on more than one occasion that 
Bossover colt is a non-stayer. If this view is 
correct, and I would wager heavily that it is so, 
the fact that Bossover colt comes out as practi- 
cally the same horse as Abjer and Mahmoud on 
all form surely detracts from the merits of the 
other pair. When horses beat each other, we 
generally assume that none is a_ top-notcher. 
My view is that Abjer, in the Middle Park Stakes, 
showed the best actual running of the season, 
and it may be that he will prove the superior of 
Bala Hissar in the Two Thousand Guineas. If 
he does so, Mr. Fawcett may be proved wrong 
by a pound or two, or rather by a month or two, 
for assuredly the tables will be turned in the 
Derby, if both colts have equal training luck. 

Bala Hissar made such great improvement be- 
tween his first race, when readily beaten by Con- 
cordat at the Newmarket First October meeting, 
and his second and last outing in the Dewhurst 
Stakes four weeks later, that I shall not be sur- 
prised if he is forward enough in condition to 
win the Guineas. On the other hand, we must 
realize that the Rowley Mile test affords the 
brightest chance of classic honors for such as 
Abjer, Mahmoud and Bossover colt, which in my 
opinion, are not bred right for Derby and St. 
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Leger business. Thus we may reasonably ex- 
pect them to be more thoroughly trained than 
Bala Hissar for the big race on April 29. 


It will be noted that. although his 2-year-olds 
have not swept the board as did Bahram, Theft, 
and Hairan last year, the Aga Khan owns three 
of the leading seven in the Free Handicap. The 
weights allotted to the leading 20 in the handi- 
cap together with the owners, trainers and pedi- 
grees, are as follows:

Old Melody, J. H. Whitney's 2-year-old bay filly by 
*Sir Gallahad III—Oh Susanna, by *Light Brigade. 
Bred in Kentucky, this filly was sent to England and 
trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, under whose 
handling she won the Hove Nursery Handicap and 
was second in the Bedford Stakes and New Nursery 
Handicap. She is not to be raced again, but will be 
rested a year at Mr. Whitney’s Kentucky farm and 
retired to the stud in 1937. 

*Sandra II, Mrs. Dodge Sloane's 4-year-old grey filly by 
Tetratema—Slip Along, by Hurry On. *Sandra II, 
winner of two races at three but not a winner this 
year, was purchased in England during the past 
summer by Mrs. Sloane. A beautiful individual, she 
was sent to Brookmeade Farm at Upperville, Va., and 
will be sent to the court of High Quest. 


GOOD ADVICE 


Good Advice, 5-year-old son of Wise Counsellor 
and Wise Mother by Von Tromp, second dam 
Mammy (half-sister to McChesney), by *Sem- 
pronius, has been acquired from Mrs. James M. 
Austin by Charles Black, master of Silver Lake 
Farm at Frankfort, Ky., and will be shipped 
there in January to join his sire in the stud. 
Good Advice, a bay horse foaled in 1930 at 
Silver Lake Farm, was bought as a yearling by 
Mrs. Austin (Catawba Stable) for $500.

LEADING SIRES IN FRANCE 


For several weeks it has been assumed that 
the dead Blanford would prove the leading sire 
in France for the flat racing season now closed, 
and would thus attain the solitary distinction of 
having led the sire list in England and France 
in the same year. By the margin of 25,902 


francs ($1,710), the great son of Swynford and 
Blanche has been robbed of that honor, accord- 
ing to figures furnished by the French cor- 
respondent of London’s Horse and Hound. The 
stallion which nosed him out was Lord Derby’s 
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Pharos, which finished second in the Derby and 
was leading sire in England in 1931, when his 
son Cameronian was the Derby winner. Pharos, 
a son of Phalaris out of Scapa Flow, by Chaucer, 
was represented by 19 winners of 38 races and 
1,470,882 francs ($97,078, figuring the franc at 
6.6 cents American money). Blandford’s total 
was 1,444,980 ($95,368). Leading representa- 
tives of Pharos included Ping Pong, The Nile, 
and Fastnet, the latter a 2-year-old owned by 
Joseph E. Widener. Thirteenth on the list is 
*Teddy, now standing at K. N. Gilpin’s Kentmere 
Farm in Virginia. Two of *Teddy’s sons are 
fourth and fifth. The leading sires, down to the 
400,000-franc mark:

GENERAL ITEMS 


THE BLOOD-HORSE has blanks for the New Eng- 
land Futurity, closing January 27. 

John Marchbank’s Maid of Perth, winner of 
$4,640 this year, is leading the California-bred 
horses. 

Gracious Pearl, injured in the fall hurricane 
at Tropical Park, died December 13. She was 
owned by G. LaF lesh. 

An attempt will be made to promote distance 
racing at Santa Anita this winter, with a 14- 
mile race planned for January 4. 

Kentucky’s new governor, A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler, has given no indication as to whom he 
will appoint on the racing commission. 

Faster Ida, owned by Mrs. L. H. Appleby, of 
Vancouver, B. C. was destroyed December 11 
after breaking a leg at Bay Meadows. 

Granville is Norris Royden’s present choice 
for the Kentucky Derby. Damon Runyon and 
David Alexander have declared for Brevity. 

Senator Edward Waldvogel is again trying to 
obtain legislative sanction of dog race betting in 
Ohio, where horse racing has had little success. 

Good and Hot, California-bred handicap horse, 
by Bon Homme, has been retired to stud at 
George Adams’ ranch at Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Chatter On, 6-year-old gelded son of Chatter- 
ton, was destroyed at Bay Meadows December 
9, after injuring himself by running into a fence. 

Marmion, 6-year-old *Pot au Feu gelding, was 
so badly cut down at Houston December 13 that 
he was destroyed. He was owned by Mrs. Sam 
Orr. 

Mrs. Kenneth Kane, wife of the manager of 
the C. V. Whitney farm at Lexington, has pur- 
chased an airplane and has qualified for a pilot’s 
license. 

J. G. Gillem’s Sora and Mrs. E. E. Watson’s 
Raccoon were destroyed at the Fair Grounds De- 
cember 12, after injuries failed to respond to 
treatment. 

Jock Crawford, director of the British Blood- 
stock Agency, has gone to India to remain un- 
til the end of January, when he will proceed to 
Australia and New Zealand. 

J. D. Stokes’ Tynemouth, which finished first 
at Bay Meadows December 11, was disqualified 
and placed second for fouling Hadage, the run- 
ner-up. Other placings were not affected. 


JOCKEY LEADERSHIP 

The race for the position of leading jockey, 
apparently settled in favor of Wayne Wright a 
few weeks ago, has turned into a bitterly con- 
tested duel. Wright, who had 182 winners at the 
end of the eastern racing season, was apparently 
in no danger of losing his lead, but Charles 
Stevenson, riding furiously at Bay Meadows, 
pulled up within one winner of Wright at the 
end of the racing of December 14. Resolving to 
lose no time awaiting the opening of the Santa 
Anita track December 25, Stevenson flew to the 
Fair Grounds at New Orleans, and on Monday, 
December 16, drove in with winner number 182, 
going into a tie with Wight, who was unable to 
win at Tropical Park on opening day. Joey 
Wagner, now in third place with 178 winners, is 
seriously ill with pneumonia in a Miami hospital, 
and will not carry colors again this year. Ralph 
Neves, fourth with 171 winners, is apparently 
too far behind to be a threat, since he faced a 
10-day period of idleness with the close of the 
Bay Meadows meeting. 
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TWO-YEAR-OLD HANDICAPS 


By JOE H. PALMER 

AST year the writer, in conjunction with 

Editor J. A. Estes, worked out, with con- 
siderable labor, a running handicap for 2-year- 
olds, which wound up the season with the dubious 
distinction of being no farther out of line than 
anyone else. The leading 10 horses on this list, 
published in THE BLOOD-HORSE last September, 
were: 


Paychic Bid ........... 127 Mosemont 120 
Chance Sun ........... 118 
Black Helen ........... 121 117 
120 Try Sympathy -------- 116 


Balladier and Chance Sun went wrong before 
the 19385 racing season was properly under way, 
and Today, after starting brilliantly, suffered, 
in the Kentucky Derby, an injury which kept 
him from the races through the better part of 
the season. For the rest, it is some comfort to 
remember that Norris Royden, a most capable 
observer of racing, surveying this handicap, said 
that Omaha and Today were rated too highly, 
Rosemont and Nellie Flag (113), too low. 

About two months later Joe McCarty issued 
his annual handicap of the 2-year-olds, with the 
top 11 as follows: 


Chance Sun 120 
Commonwealth 120 
rit Eve ........ 120- 
Sailor Beware 120 
Psychic Bid 


The comparison, it will be seen, is about as 
invidious one way or the other. The printing ‘of 
the two, furthermore, is not intended for pur- 
poses of comparison. It is, rather, the proverbial 
grain of salt with which this year’s handicaps, 
issued separately by Joe McCarty, John B. 
Campbell, and Frank Bryan last week, and 
published below, may be taken. Our own handi- 
cap will not appear this year, because three 
people on the same limb hardly need to be 
joined by others. 

The three handicaps printed below do not ob- 
serve the same weight limits, and of course the 
business of disagreeing with them is being 
entered into very seriously by a number of 
persons. Western horses, with the exception of 
Mansco, have been pretty generally ignored, and 
Lexington horsemen may be expected to wonder 
why Boston Pal, which finished third to Grand 
Slam and Hollyrood in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, and ahead of Coldstream, Red Rain and 
others, is rated, in Mr. Campbell’s handicap, at 
106 pounds, very far below horses he beat. The 
McCarty handicap rates Boston Pal 112, but that 
of Mr. Bryan drops him to 105. 

Presumably the rating is based on 2-year-old 
performance, and is intended to predict 3-year- 
old performance. The question may legitimately 
be asked whether the handicap is based on a 
distance of six furlongs or one mile, or more. 
The conditions, unfortunately, are not specified. 

One general observation may be made regard- 
ing the 2-year-olds as a class, judging from the 
three handicaps below. Both Mr. Campbell and 
Mr. McCarty list from 15 to 18 horses within 10 
pounds of the top, whereas in 1934 the drop 
from the leaders was much more abrupt. 
Whether or not one agrees with the exact plac- 
ing, the number of juveniles which, in the 
opinion of admittedly competent observers, are 
of nearly similar class, indicates the prospect

of more evenly matched 3-year-olds than racing 
has seen for a good many years. Many Turf- 
men, unable to separate the leading juveniles 
this season, have predicted fine 3-year-old racing 
for 1936, and the handicaps printed here bear 
out this prediction. 

To make the matter clearer, Russell Oakes, of 
the Baltimore Evening Sun, has formulated an 
average of the three handicaps, giving a sort of 
consensus, and makes the unkind suggestion that 
readers clip and keep the three handicaps to 
check against 3-year-old tests. The average of 
the leaders, in Mr. Oakes’ figures:

Cronan, Washington sports writer, was permit- 
ted a deduction of $890 for losses at Laurel Park 
in 1932.
